senator from Traverse City was 
a balancing act by the GOP be- 
tween the liberal support lor j 
Scott and the conservative hack- j 
mg for Baker. 


For challenger Baker, it was 


a crushing end to a 12-day cam-, 
paign for the leadership left 
jpcn by the death of his father- 
in-law, Sen. Everett M. Dirksen. 


Baker had spurned 
sugges- 


tions that he drop from 
the 


main race in a deal to take the 
party's No. 2 job, as whip.

Baker acknowledged the job

Doctors readily recognize 
any unusual delay or premature
